MRS. PATTERSON SUDDENLY RE- 
COVERS POWER OF SPEECH. 


WAS INJURED IN A WRECK. 


Her Life Was Despaired of for Quite 
a Time and Her Tongue Was 
Absolutely Useless. 


After being deprived oY the use of her 
voice for over ten months, during which 
time she could not utter a sound, the 
faculty of speech has suddenly returned 
to Mrs. George W. Patterson. 

Mrs. Patterson’s home is in Meadsville, 
Linn County, Mo., and for a month she 
has been a patient at the St. Louis Bap- 
tist Hospital at Garrison and Franklin 
avenues. 

Mrs, Patterson told her experience to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tyesday. 

“It was on the 27th of last September,” 
said she, “that I met with the accident 
which cost me my voice and which came 
near killing me. 

“With my husband and two children I 
was returning home after a.visit to St. 
Louis. We were on a Burlington train and 
just after we left Annada, a town about 
seventy-five miles from St. Louis, the 
engine struck a mule which was on the 
track. It was a fast mail train and was 
going at full speed. 

“The engine left the track and the five 
coaches were derailed. I felt the train top- 
pling over and knew no more for a long 
time. There were forty persons injured in 
the wreck, seven of them seriously. 

When I regained consciousness I was 
at Hannibal, Mo. I was kept in a hotel 
there for ten days. I had suffered internal 
injuries and the physicians said I would 
never recover. My face was badly lacer- 
ated, but these wounds gave but little trou- 
ble and soon healed. My throat was injured, 
just how I do not know. But I do know that 
I completely lost my power of speech, and 
until last Sunday I never spoke a word 
since the accident. 

After the physicians at Hannibal gave me 
up my husband took me home to Meads- 
ville. There I was put under the care of 
local physicians. I suffered intensely all 
the while, and there was no sign of my 


volce returning. After they told my 


band there was no hope for me, he insisted 
on bringing me to St. Louis and placing me 
under the care of Dr. Morris of the St. Louis 
Baptist Hospital. I told him there was no 
use, but he said he would not, feel satis- 
fied until he had exhausted every agency 
that might restore me to health. 

“I arrived at St. Louis on June 17. Dr. 
Morris at once took charge of my case. 
First he performed an operation for my 
internal injuries. This was successful, and 
my general health began to improve. 

“Then he undertook to restore my voice. 
I don’t know the name of the treatment nor 
how he did it. All I know is that he said 
it was an electric treatment, and I know 
that it cured me, and I can now talk as 
well as I ever could. 

“It was Sunday morning that I first dis- 
covered that my voice had returned. I had 
not spoken a word for ten months, and 
even after my voice returned I found it 
difficult to articulate, and had to learn 
to talk over again. My voice has gained 
in strength ever since. I am now well and 
expect my husband to call for me to-day to 
take me home. 


“The doctor introduced. a small electric 
light into my throat and by the light so 
afforded cauterized the throat. At the same

PRICES SHOOTING UPWARD. 


Six Local Distributors Combine With 
the Operators of All the 
Illinois Mines. 


An advance in the price of coal can have 
few terrors for the average house-holder at 
this time of the year. But about the middle 
of October, when dummer’s heat has van- 
ished and autumn's chilling blasts make a 
fireless grate cheerless and desolate, he'll 
have reason to revile the coal trust that has 
just been formed by St. Louis bituminous 
coal distributors and the mine operators of 
Tilinois. 

Rumors of such a trust have been frequent 
during the past few months. Tangible evi- 
dence that the trust has been formed is 
furnished by a circular just issued an- 
nouncing that a rate of 95 cents a ton at 
Bast St. Louis on bituminous coal will take 
effect Wednesday or Thursday. 

This will be an increase of 15 cents a ton, 
the prevailing price being 80 cents a ton 
at East St. Louls, although some operators 
are delivering it in East St. Louis at 78 
cents. 

The 15 cents a ton increase in the whole- 
sale price means an advance in the retail 
price to 10 cents a bushel, standard coal. 
The trust contemplates an advance shortly 
to UI cents a bushel, and when the expected 
price of $1.20 a ton is reached the house- 
holder will be compelled to pay from 124, 
cents to 14 cents a bushel. This rate will 
be reached about the beginning of wihter. 
In other words, the consumer will begin to 
sweat about the time cold weather sets in. 

The trust has been in existence, it is 
stated, about eight weeks. having been fin- 
ally consummated on June 1, at a meeting 
ofdistributors and operators in the office of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., in the Laclede 
building. 

The meetings prior to that, it is stated, 
were held in the office of the Crown Coal 
and Tow Co.,.in the Security building. The 
St. Louis distributors in the trust are said 


to be Devoy & Feuerborn, the Consolidated 
Coal Co., Donk Bros., the Crown Coal & 
Tow Co., the Missouri and Illinois Coal Co. 
and the Madison Coal Co. 

The mines represented are said to be those 
controlled by the Skellet, the Syivester, the 
Walnut Valley, the Maguire, the Oakland, 
Duquoin, Lumaghi, Humboldt, Massie, Og- 
den Bros., Joe Taylor, Valley & Gulf, Wil- 
lis, Walnut Hill, Oak Hill, Sorrento, Goldby 

Sons, Summit, Lebanon, Roseborough, 
Randolph, “O K.“ Reinecke, Highland, 
Moser, Breese, Future, Hillsboro, Millstadt 
Randle & Avery, West End an 
Coffeen Coal Companies. 

This list represents all the coal mines 
within a radius of fifty miles of St. Louis, 
excepting the Glendale and the Mascoutah 
mines, which have a capacity of twenty 
tons daily. The annual consumption in St. 
Louis is 3,500,000 tons.

Undér the agreement, the six distributors 
mentioned were to take charge of all the 
coal delivered at East St. Louis by the op- 
erators in the deal. They were to guaran- 
tee the operators a certain pr.ce per ton for 
all the coal delivered. The operators were 
to sell the coal to dealers themselves, if they 
o desired, but at a price not less than the 
one agreed upon. f the operators were 
unable to sell the coal, the distributors were 
to sell it for them. In return the distribu- 
tors were to be paid a tax of 5 cents a ton 
by the operators. With a consumption of 

000 tons annually this tax would 
amount to $175,000, which must be paid by 
the consumer. 

The price agreed upon, 95 cents a ton for 
the present, goes into effect on Wednesday 
or Thursday. 

Coal shipped to Hast St. Louis is always 
consigned to a distributor. If the operator 
should desire to sell the coal himself, the 
distributors have to turn it over to him. 

this arrangement the distributor pays 
the freight, 35 cents a ton, but is repaid 
by the operator, leaving the latter 66 cents a 
ton for his product, 

The arrangement ‘compels all dealers to 
purchase either direct from the operator 
or through one of the six distributors, and 
in either event compels him to pay whatever 
the trust demands. The consumer thus 

to stand the advance and pay the five 
eents tax collected by the distributor for 
nieeing the price to the operator.

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SOMETHING ABOUT SALEM, THE 
HOME OF HIS FATHER. 


A COMFORT-LOVING TOWN:’ 
The People Now Enjoying a Visit 


From One of Whom They 
Feel Proud. 


SALEM, III., July 14—The inhabitants of 
this quiet town were rather slow in getting 
about to-day. The demonstration of last 
night appears to have been rather too much 
for them, and everybody, weary from the 
unaccustomed loss of sleep, remained in 
bed until the sun was high in the heavens, 
Then they began to assemble in small 
groups about the Court-house square and to 
talk of the wonderful display that had 
been made in honor of the return of William 
J. Bryan, the Presidential nominee of the 
Democratic party. The oldest settlers, 
and the town is full of them, recounted 
stories and anecdotes of Mr. Bryan when 


he was known as a barefooted boy in this 
region thirty. years ago. Prophets among 
these old residents were numerous. They 
said they always did know that “Billy” 
Bryan was going to be some ; ey all 
knew his father, Judge Silas Bryan, who 
settled here in the early forties. Inci- 
dents in the fe of the old Judge were 
recounted, and from what the old settlers 
say he was in his time the best pleader and 
jury lawyer in this part of the State, and 

e had the reputation of. being a re- 
markably clever “campaigner and stump 
speaker. 

This town was laid out by the early white 
settlers long before Illinois was admitted to 
the union as a State. The main thorough- 
fare of the city, the one on which r. 
Bryan’s birthplace stands, was the old Na- 
tional road surveyed from Pittsburg to 
Cincinnati, to Vincennes and St. Louis. It 
was over this road that the United States 
mails were transported. At the age of 
19 Silas Bryan settled in this section, coming 
from Culpepper Court-house, Virginia, where 
he was born. His father was a soldier in 
the war of the revolution. On settling here 
mg bee began the study of law. A year or 
go later ne was admitted to practice before 
the courts of the State. few months 
later he married Miss Jennings, daughter 
of a prominent farmer and one of the early 
settlers of the State. 

Being a thrifty man, Bryan prospered 
and soon was able to put a little home up. 
It was a little story and @ half frame build- 
ing with a porch running the entire length 
along the front. It had four rooms down 
stairs and three up stairs and a hallway 
through the center. It was painted white 
and had green blinds. This house still 
Stands and is now the center of attraction 
fof all visitors to this place, for it was here 
that William J. Bryan was born. It is not 
different from scores of other houses along 
the street, though during the last score of 
years or so several houses more pretentious 
in size have been erected. 

But Salem is an attractive town. The 
streets are broad and every ®ne has a row 
of gigantic maple trees upon each side, so 
that the use of an umbrella in the hot sul- 
try weather, which now prevails, is un- 
necessary to protect one from the glare of 
the sun. And the lawns about the houses 
are well kept and the comfort-loving in- 
habitants have learned the use of ham- 
mocks, for beneath the trees which sur- 
round every house these restful inventions 
r .

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, like the inhabitants 
of the town, were weary this morning. 
They rested till after 9 o’clock, and got up 
to breakfast. They had sprin 1. N. 
and fried potatoes, and blackberries grown 
in, the yard. 

With them at breakfast were J. W. Baird 
and his wife, Mr. Bryan’s sister, and Mis- 
ses Nannie and Mamie Bryan, two attrac- 
tive looking young women who have just 
finished their college education. 

After breakfast, Mrs. Bryan remained at 
home while Mr. Bryan went to the court- 
houge to attend to some business of his 
mother’s estate. At dinner time, Mr. Bryan, 
his wife and two unmarried sisters, went to 
the home of their aunt, Mrs. D. S. Marshall, 
and in the afternoon he drove about town 
and out to the old farm upon which his 
father lived during the last years of his life. 

Mr. Bryan himself is a member of the 
Presbyterian Church, but his father was 
a Baptist, and according to Col. Thomas E.

THEY WERE REPORTED SLAIN. 


Wet Aguirre Is in New York on a Mis- 
sion From Gomez and Maceo Is 
Full of Fight. 


NEw YORK, July 14—The Herald this 
morning says: 

The Spanish reports at Havana and 
Madrid say that Carlos M. Aguirre, Chief 
of Staff and nephew of Jose Maria Aguirre, 
is dead. Nevertheless Aguirre arrived here 
yesterday from Tampa. He was accom- 
panied by Dr. Joaquin De Castillo. 

Col, Aguirre comes here upon an impor- 
tant mission direct from Gomez, Maceo and 
his uncle, Jose Aguirre. In an interview he 


said: 

„Last summer we pursued a Fabian 
policy. This summer it will be a policy of 
vigor. The fever is eating up the Spanish 
army and hey are in a terrible condition. 
We propose to take advantage of their 
weakness and shall force the conflict. An- 
tonio Maceo is no more dead than I am. I 
left him on July 4, full of health and brim 
full of fight. Orders had just been given 
that he, with Aguirre, was to concentrate 
his troops for a series of desperate blows 
at the close of this month er early next 
month. 

Before leaving Cuba my special duty was 
to look after Gen. Weyler’s trocha in Pinar 
Del Rio. I know every inch of it. There 
has not been a day when we could not cross 
it at will. Maceo can go through the line 
whenever he is ready. He is only waiting 
for Gomez to say the word. And Gomez is 
now hurrying westward from Camaguey 
with the new forces and new supplies 
which he went there for. 

“The lines of communication between 
Gomez and Antonio Maceo and the other 

enerals of the Cuban army are unbroken. 

aceo’s last order, issued just before I left 
Cuba, was to burn every house, shed or 
improvised barrack which can afford shelter 
for Spanish troops, so that they will be 
hag to stand the exposure of the open 


Maceo has issued a circular to the Spanish 
soldiers 1 them to abandon Spain and 
to join their Cuban brothers.

Who could bolting gold Democrats nom-

George T. Drake, who rents the front 
room in Mrs. M. Lindsay’s house at 2321 
Olive street, awoke at 1 o’clock Tuesday 
morning and found a negro burglar stand- 
ing at the head of his bed, and another 
crawling in through the window. 

He reached his hand under the pillow and 
secured his revolver, pulled it out and fired 
at the man in the window. He dropped 
and ran, and before Drake could shoot again 
the other negro got out of the window. 
Drake ran to the window and began shoot- 
ing at the escaping burglars. 


This aroused Patrolmen Murphy and 
O'Leary and a night watchman, known as 
Tony. The burglars ran east on Olive and 
the officers took after them, firing several 
shots, none of which took effect. 

At the corner of Twenty-third street the 
officers jumped into a cab and ordered the 
driver to follow the escaping men. The 
burglars turned north on Twentieth street. 
The cab was about a half block behind 
them. O'Leary leaned out of one window 
and Murphy out of the other. Each be- 
gan shooting at the men. 

The cab was nearly upon them at Twen- 
tieth and Wash streets, and Murphy jumped 
out and caught Joseph Landem, one of the 
negroes who could not run as fast as the 
other. 

The vehicle continued after the other 
burglar, and each of the occupants con- 
tinued firing until the negro reached the 
intersection of Eighteenth and Wash streets 
when be fell to the pavement and lay still.

The Widow Gets the Bulk of the Estate 
and Has Large Discretion- 
ary Powers.

James F. How's will was filed Tuesday 
morning. He devises all his household 
furniture, ete., to his wife. 

He then bequeaths one-tenth of all his 


Property or the proceeds therefrom, except 


such as is otherwise devised, to such chari- 
table institutions as his wife may select. 


His desire is that in making the selection, 
hs wife shall give preference to those es- 
pecially designed for the benefit of children 
or aged people; and he prefers the perman- 
ent endowment of a room or cot in the 
same to be known by the name of hig wife,— 
if there be but one; but if there be two 
e desires one to be ‘known by the name o 
the wife—Eliza A. How, and the other by 
the name of his mother—Melinda J. How. 

Mr. How then devises a tenth part of the 
estate to his sisters, Ellen J. Armstrong and 
Eudora M. Warrington—in equal shares. 

To his brother Edward How he 
leaves $500, and the re-, of the estate he 
dovises to his wife, Enza, in trust as fol- 
lows: One-third part to her absolutely and 
one-third to each of his sons, James Eads 
and Louis—but they are not to receive their 
shares until they are 25 years old, 

He names his wife as executrix, with 
large discretion and powers, and she may 
do generally what she 1 without ap- 
Halt to the court for authority. Any 
itigation or contest with her as executrix 
or trustee upon the part of any legatee 
is to work a forfeiture of his or her in- 
terest. She is not required to give bond as 
executrix or trustee. The bequests made to 
her are in lieu of all legal claims she may 
have against the estate. 

The will was executed Dec. 22, 1887. By a 
codicil of Feb. 8, 1894, he limits the tenths 
8 to his sisters, Mrs. Armstrong - and 

rs, Warrington, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $5,000 each, and if the tenth part 
does not yield so much, they are to take 
only the 10 per cent. He also leaves $500 to 
each of the following: Martha Switzer, 
daughter of his sister-in-law, Martha E. 
8 Ruth Soule, Brookline, Mass., and

The Change Is a Promotion for the St. 
Louis Commander in Line With 
ö the Policy of the Army. 


Brigadier George French has returned 
from the recent Brigadiers’ Council of the 
Salvation Army, held in New York City. 

The council decided to shift the various 
commands, and in the changes Brigadier 
: French will be relieved from the command 
of the Midland Division, with headquarters 
at St. Louis. He Mas been appointed to take 
command of the Central Chief Division, 
which consists of New York, Northern New 
Jersey, Long Island and Connecticut, 

Brigadier Richard Evans, who for a 
number of years has been stationed at New 


York, will succeed Brigadier French in 
command of the Midland Division. 

The appointment of Brigadier French to 
the Central Chief Division is in the nature 
of a promotion, and is made in recognition 
of the effective work done by Gen. French 
while in this city. He is loath to leave Bt. 
Louis, but he has been in command of the 
Midland Division four years, and in ac- 
cordance with the policy of the Salvation 
Army, which requires the shifting of offi- 
cers every foyr years, he accepts the sit- 
uation gracefllly. 

The growth of the army in the Midland 

ivision under the command of Brig. 

rench has been wonderful. Four years 
ago, when he took charge, he was stationed 
at Omaha. Then the territory embraced 
Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, Arkan- 
sas, Missouri and Minnesota. But the work 
of the army in the West was imperfectly 
organized, and the workers were few. 

Gen. French saw that there was a splen- 
did field for cultivation in St. Louis and he 
determined, two years ago, to come to this 
city and organize the work. 

When he arrived on the ground the Sal- 
vation Army had practically no foothold 
nor following in the city. here was one 
small post organized, but it was a weak and 
struggling body. The Salvation Army was 
; not recognized as a powerful agency 
for good, and the single post in the 

city was unable to raise sufficient revenue 
to defray the rent of a hall. 

Gen. French was not discouraged, but set 
energetically about to organize the work 
and increase its influence. The results at- 

. tained speak for the efficency of his efforts. 

During his two years’ stay the movement 

has so grown that now there are seven 

strongly organized posts in St. Louis, each 

of which has a comfortable hall in which to 

hold the meetings. The membership has in- 

: creased from a small] and unorganized band 

* to a large and thoroughly organized and well 
equipped body. 

The exact date for the departure of 
Brig. French for his new field of work 
has not yet been fixed. It will be, how- 
ever, some time during the first part of 
August. On Aug. 20. Commander Booth- 
Tucker and the Consul, Mrs. Booth-Tucker, 
will tender Gen. French a reception in New 
York, and on that date he will be formally 
given command of the New York Division. 

Gen. French’s farewell from his old com- 
mand of the Midland Division will take 
the form of a twelve-days’ camp meeting. 
The details are not completed for this 
event, but it will likely begin the latter 
pargot July.

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WAS THIS TAYLOR? 


A Strange Man Whose Actions and Ap- 
pearance Made Mrs. McBreen Think 
He Was the Murderer. 


George Taylor, the murderer of the 
Meeks family, who escaped from the Car- 
roliton jail a few days before he was to be 
hanged, is said to have been seen in St. 
Louis two weeks ago by Mrs. Eva McBreen, 
who keeps a rooming house at 504 South 


Sixth street, and Martin Kuhl, a lodging 
house keeper at 801 Morgan street. 

They claim to have recognized him by 
his likenesses, which have appeared in the 
papers. Mrs. McBreen was the first to 
notice the resemblance. She stared at the 
suspect so hard that he went away and 
never returned, although he made an ap- 
pointment with Mr. Kuhl to meet him on 
the night following. Kuhl considers the 
appointment a ruse which Taylor worked 
to throw him off the track, and believes 
that the escaped murderer is still lurking 
somewhere in St. Louis or its immediate 
vicinity. 

One night, very late, a dirty, unkempt 
individual, with a hungry, terror-haunted 
visage, straggled into Mrs. McBreen’s 
lodging house. He left his room early 
the next morning and did not return until 
late at night. On the second night he asked 
for a bite to eat. He devoured what was 
placed before him with a voracious appe- 
tite. 

As he ate, Mrs. McBreen was struck 
with close resemblance to a picture she 
had seen in a paper. She got the paper and 
mentally compared the picture with the 
face of the man before her. The picture 
was that of George Taylor, and she thought 
she could see a striking likeness between 
the two. 

She continued to stare at him until the 
man looked up. In the glances that rassed 
between them the man seemed to acknowl- 
edge that he was recognited. He smiled 
significantly. 

Mrs. McBreen took it to mean that he 
realized that he had been recognized and. 
craved mercy. Mrs. McBreen was merci- 


fully inclined, and refused to turn the hun- 


gry, worried wretch over to the police. 

Martin Kuhl, who happened in shcrtly 
after the scene which passed between 
the stranger and Mrs. McBreen, also no- 
ticed the resemblance, and spoke to Mrs. 
McBreen about it. Kuhl was in for giving 
him up, but Mrs. McBreen‘s tender heart 
would not permit it. Their lodger grew 
restive and weary under their Slanges end 
finally retired. e left very early the next 
morning.

Jam as certain that the mysterious man 
was George Taylor as that I am alive,” 
said Mr. Kuhl to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday. He had a hunted look. I will 
never forget it. It was terrible. The man 
was roughly dressed. He wore a black 
slouch hat, a brown vest, grag trousers 
and neglige shirt. His hair and mustache 
were brown. A three days’ growth of beard 
was upon his face. He was dirty, haggard 
and hungry looking. On the back of the 
coat I noticed cobwebs. That is a sure sign 
that he had been in some out of the way 
place where nobody would go. You must 
always beware of men with cobwebs on 
their clothes. My wife, who did not wish 
to see him given up, would not let me say 
anything about it until he was out of 
harm’s way. Even now I tell it over her

Several matters will combine to make the 
regular monthly meeting of the St. Louis 
School Board to-night unusually interest- 
ing. » 

The most important will be the selection 
of a School Board attorney for a term of 
three years, which was postponed from the 
last meeting and which will be settled to- 
night unless the Republican faction thinks 
it will gain by another delay. 

Almost as hot a fight will attend the 
consideration of the case of John Kelly, 


Assistant Superintendent of Construction 
and Repairs, whom it is sought to oust in 
favor of Alvin B. Reed, Who formerly 
operated an elevator in the Bell Telephone 
Building. 

Two surprises are also scheduled for the 
meeting. One is to be an attempt fo re- 
move William C. Wolkewitz of the Building 
Department, known as Inspector of School 
Work, in order to make room for John 
H. Mowry, a Republican. 

The other surprise will be in the shape 

of opposition to the report of the Course 
of Study Committee recommending the 
urchase of forty-three sets of maps, done 
n relief, at 84 a set, and $2,000 worth of 
geographical charts, and the approval of a 
three years’ contract with the “School and 
Home“ for weekly periodicals at $5,000 a 
year. 
Interest centers chiefly about the fight on 
the School Board attorney. At the last 
meeting there were six candidates in the 
field—Charles B. Stark, who has held the 
office for six years; Charles F, Noland, 
whose efforts to secure fair play in the last 
School Board election for John P. Kelleher, 
landed seven members of the ublican 
faction in jail for contempt of the Supreme 
Court; Ford Smith, personal ettorney for 
Henry Bus, President of the Republican 
faction; Frederick A. Wind, Chairman of 
the Republican Convention which adopted 
the dangerous School Board caucus plat- 
form, which became a boomerang; August 
Rebenack, brother of H. H. Rebenack, one 
of the Republican factional directors, and 
Walter F. McIntyre, a former School Board 
Director. 


It is understood that Lawyer McIntyre 
has withdrawn from the race. August 
Rebenack will receive only a complimentary 
vote, his brother voting for him on the 
first ballot and then ng over to one of the 
factional candidates. 
This will leave four candidates in the 
field.

NOT 10 DUMP, 


GRAVE QUESTION AGITATING 
WHARF COMMISSIONER STONE. 


A CONFLICT OF ORDINANCES. 


One Law Allows Citizens to Use Hig 
Dump Boat, But Another One For- 
bids the Use of the River. : 


Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Stone 
has a hard luck story which, on the face 
of it, seems to be the genuine article, 

The trouble with the Commissioner is 
that he has too many laws to observe which 
he cannot observe unless he can do two 
different and distinctly opposed things at 
once. The Commissioner hag been censured 
for doing things and he has been censured 
dor not doing things, both of which he 
should not have done, according to which 
law he happened to be reading at the time, 

It is all on account of Col. Ed Butler's 
refusal to deliver to himself more garbage 
than he wants, 

Commissioner Stone, when he heard of the 
trouble over commercial refuse, put his 
dump boat at Barton street at the disposal 
of any citizen who had commercial garbage 
which Mr. Butler did not choose to take. 

As authority for letting these unfortunate 
people dump their garbage off the boat, 
Commissioner Stone pointed to the revised 
ordinances, which say distinctly as follows: 

“Section 214. The scavenger dumps estab- 


lished and maintained by the city shall be 
free dumping places dor slops, refuse from 
markets, manure, night soil, offal from 
81 hterg houses, and other an or veg- 
etable matter, Hut not for earth, stone or 
other matter liable to fill up the river bed in 
front of the dumps, create an obstruc- 
tion to the harbor of the city. 
This permission to use the 
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
